Doctors complete nerve 
transplant from live donor 


HOUSTON (AP) - An 8-month- 
old Mexican boy was recovering 
in a Houston hospital Friday after 
a team of doctors transplanted 
nerves frqm his another’s legs into , 
his lifeless left arm. 

The procedure was among the 
first of its kind in which nerves 
are transplanted from a living ‘ 
donor. Dr. Scott Gruber, the head 
of the transplant team, said at 
Memorial Hermann Children’s 
Hospital 

Other nerve transplant proce- 
dures have been done in the 
United States, Gruber said, but in 
most cases, the nerves were taken 


from cadavers. Texas Children’s 
Hospital, also in Houston, com- 
pleted a procedure last year that 
was similo;- to the one done 
Friday,^ ,iy. 

RodngQJCervantes Corona’s 
nerves In his left shoulder and 
arm were tom during birth, cur- 
tailing movement and sensation. 
The surgery to repair them took 
12 hours, starting-«t 7:30 a.m. 
Friday.

Report questions FBI’s spy equipment

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
FBTs controversial email surveil- 
lance tool, known as Carnivore, 
can retrieve all communications 
that go through an Internet ser- 
vice - for more than FBI offid^ 
have said it does - a recent test of 
its potential sweep found, accord- 
ing CO bureau documents. 

An FBI official Involved with 
the test stressed Friday that 
although Carnivore has the abili- 
ty to grab a large quantity of e- 
ma i l s and Web communications, 
current law and specific court 
orders restrict its use. 

Nevertheless, privacy experts 
said they are worried about the 
breadth of Carnivore's capability 
and qu^oned wl^ the FBI even 
conduct such a test in June if it 
intends to use the tool only for 


narrow purposes. 

“That really contradicts the 
explanation that the FBI hos pro- 
vided os to the purpose of the sys- 
tem and how it works.” said 
David Sobel, general counsel for. 
the Washington-based Electric 
Privacy Information Center. 
“We've been led to believe that 
the purpose of Carnivore is to fil- 
ter and pinpoint the particular 
communications chat the FBI Is 
authorized to obtain. If that’s 
true, then why are they testing 
the system's ability to store and 
archive everything?" 

Sobel's group recently obtained 
the FBI documents providing the 
test results as part of litigation it 
brought under the Freedom of 
Information Act 

In the lab report, FBI officials 


said Carnivore "could reliably 
capture and archive ail unfiicered 
traffic to the internal hard drive” 
and could save the Information on 
removable high-capadty disks os 
well. 

Marcus Thomas, eod of the 
FBI's cyberiechnolugy section, 
said in an interview with TIil 
A ssociated Press that the test was 
only done to check Cornivore’s 
"breaking point.” He said the tool 
wouldn’t be used to copture 
broad swaths of Internet commu- 
nications in a real-world situation. 

Thomas was one of the FBI 
ogents who approved the lab 
report. “Certainly, in operation, 
you could set the Wters up to do 
nothing. But our procedures are 
very detailed, we’ll only do what 
we’re allowed to in a court order."

■ WASHINGTON - Handcuffed 
and arrested for eating French 
fries in a' Metro station, 12-year- 
old Ansche Hedgepeth may now 
be kicked off her double-dutch 
jump-rope team or even sus- 
pended from school for her 
snacking infraction.- 

Administrators at Deal Junior 
High School set up a conference 
for next week to discuss those 
punitive option.s. said Ansche’s 
mother, Tracey Hedgepeth. 

“I couldn't believe they want 
to punish her even more,” said 
the mother, who questioned how 
the school’s jurisdiction over her 
daughter’s behavior could 
extend lo a Metro station hours 
after the school day ended. 

Deal Principal Reginald Moss 
said he can’t publicly discuss 
Ansche’s case. Bur he said the 
school system’s regulations slip- 
nlate that the administrators 
have jurisdiction over students 
when they ride on transporta- 
tion provided by the school. 
Ansche, like many other stu- 
-dents, uses a student fare card 
provided by the school. 


Ansche was caught by one of a- 
dozen undercover officers dis- 
patched to the Tenleytown-AU 
Metro station as part of a week- 
long crackdown on illicit snack- 
ing. The seventh-grader had 
bought some French fries before 
riding an elevator into the sta- 
tion about 4 p.m. Oct. 23. 

Metro police ore uoapologeric 
for the actions^' pointing to ^eir 
zero-tolerance policy. Thursday, 
when Moss called Ansche into 
his office, he told her that the 
handcuffing may have been too 
harsh. Moss said he tells stu- 
dents that they must go strai^t 
home. • 

“Pe told me I should have 
gone straight home and nor 
stopped to buy any food,” 
Ansche said. “He said that’s why 
he wanted to suspend me.” But 
Ansche said she cold Moss that 
she was hungry. She doesn’t cat 
lunch because cafeteria food Is 
“(00 gross." 

"He said I should take some 
chips or a cupcake and put it in 
my book bag so I have a snack 
when I'm hungry. But that 
means I have to eat it before I go 
into the Metro." 


Moss verified that an adminis- 
trative conference has been . 
scheduled but said there has 
been no determination on pun- 
ishment.

Controversial abortion pill will arrive soon

The controversial abortion pill 
RU-48G will be shipped to hun- 
dreds of health clinics within 
days, making it widely available 
10 American women for the first 
tjme after more than a decade of 
conflict and delay. 

The first batches of the abor- 
tion pill will go to clinics and 
health centers that already pro- 
vide surgical abortions, according 
to Danco Laboratories LLC of 
New York, the drug's producer. 


But the company, as well as 
abortion advocates such as 
Planned Parenthood Federation 
of America and the National 
Abortion Federation, said they 
are planning campaigns to 
recruit and train more health 
workers and doctors in private 
practiM to use RU-486. 

While the Food and Drug 
Administration’s September deci- 
sion to approve RU-486 ended 
one phase of a contentious battle, 
activists on both sides agree that 
an equally imponont contest has 


already begun to persuade doc- 
tors to either accept or rejea the 
abortion pill, which also known 
as mifepristone and Mifeprex. 

Activists on both sides of the 
debate say the pill could rcvolu- 
donlzc tile stnig^e over abortion 
in this country by allowing 
women to get abortions in many 
more individual doctors’ offices 
and clinics, making abortion 
much more widely at^ablc and 
private. But it remains to be seen 
how many doctors will ogree to 
offer it.

T he 2000 presidential 
election is unique in 
the annals of 
American history? 
Because the vote is not 
yet final? No. Its singular distinc- 
tion conjes from the fact that 
■ never before have both the popu- 
_ lar and electoral votes been dose 
in the some election. 

When John F. Kennedy 
squeaked out a victory over 
Richard Nixon in IMO, his 48,7 
percent of the popular vote tri- 
umphed over Nixon’s 48.5 per- 
cent, but Kennedy won 303 elec- 
toral votes. 85 more than Nixon. 
Similarly, earlier dose popular 
votes yielded major differences 
in electoral college strength.

reflect population shifts. Not so 
the bonus senatorial electors;

But, as this election has 
made crystal dear, voters are 
dustered in a handful of big 
states. The figures: 29 states 
have fewer than eight electors. 
Only seven have more than 20. 

What does this math show? 
That our 31 smallest sfates get a

Why is that? 

The American people wisely 
respect their Constitution, recog- 
nizing the wisdom of the 
founders’ tendency to err, if at 
all, on the side of caution. Critics , 
say that those men, James 
Madison, “Father of the 
Constitution" premier among 
them, feared democracy - deci- 
sions affecting the pubUc good 
arrived at through the vote of 
average men. 

More accurately, they feared 
impulse and impetuosity, and. 
the prospect of voter raadpula- 
tion. The electoral college pro- 
vided stability to their daring 
republican experiment.

“I never thought I’d get to 
play in one,” Romos said.

Ramos, who will continue to 
play for the New York/New 
Jersey MetroStars of Major 
League Soccer, was part of the 
team that won 1-0 at Trinidad 
and Tobago in November 1989 
to put the United States in the 
World Cup for the first time 
since 1950. 

“The No. 1 highlight of the 
whole thing has to be that gome 
in 1989 when we won at 
Trinidad," Ramos said. “It was 
as if Barbados, with the team 
they had now, made It to the 
World Cup.” 

With Gaudio Reyna suspend- 
ed, Ramos played a key role in 
the central midfield this week 
as the United States advanced 
to next year’s regional finals of 
qualifying for the 2002 World 
Cup. 

“Would it be better to leave 
after making a quarterfinal or 
semifinal appearance in the 
next World Cup? Thai would be 
great,” Ramos said. ”It isn’t 
really realistic for me to be 
thinking about the next World 
Cup. I don’t know if my legs arc 


going to take me there, playing 
with two teams and traveling 
back and forth.” 

Ramos played for the United 
States in the 1988 Seoul 
Olympics and was the U.S. 
Soccer Federation player of the 
year in 1990. He made the deci- 
sion partly to spend more time 
with his family.

Craig, R-Idahb. is encouraging 
the International Trade Comm- 
ission to keep the tariffs in place 
for their full three-year duration, 
despite a recent World Trade 
Organization ruling . that 
declared the import relief unjus- 
tified. 

The tariffs were implemented 
last year to protect U.S, sheep 


producers from a flood of lamb 
imports, largely from New 
Zealand and Ausu^ia. 

Tlie rre has not made any con- 
clusions on the issue, but plans to 
send a report to the president bv 
Jan.22,2001. ' 

“The .uriffrimposed-by thc~ 
president work to level the play- 
ing field for the sheep growers in 
Id.-ihr) and across the country who 
have been trying to compete anJ 
stay afloat in an unfair market- 
place," Craig said in his testimo- 
ny, delivered Thursday. 

Since the tariffs were put in 
place, Idaho sheep producers 
have seen a 5 percent increase in 
lamb stock numbers, as well as 


increases in the price of m^t. 

“The industry is rebounding ‘ 
and it is important to the future 
of the sheep industry in Idaho 
and across the country that tar- 
iffs are kept in place," Craig said. 

^ Sheep producers have seen 
increased profits in recent 
months, but the strength of the 
U.S. dollar and the resulting 
devaluation of the currencies in 
Australia and New Zealand have 
made the tariffs less effective as 
wholesalers can once again 
import lamb products at bargain 
prices. 

Craig also criticized the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Iamb market promotion pro- 


grams and encouraged, the 
agency to be more aggfeavp in 
assisting sheep producers 
, The marketing ivogram was 
designed to help increase sales of 
domestic Iamb products and was 
part of the Clinton adxoinistra* - 
tion’s $100 million assistance 
plM to sheep and Iamb fanners. 

“I am disappointed that the 
U.S. Deportment of Agriculture 
has been slow in implementing 
assistance provisions,” Craig 
said. “The department’s delays 
have not allowed the growers to 
feel the. real benefit of the n«ic. 
tance they were promi^ by the 
president.” 

The USDA Wednesday 


announced 15-gronts totaling' 
nearly S3.85 million to fund the 
lamb marketing programs. The 
agency also expects to announce 
on additional $1 million of fund- 
ing for such marketing programs 

• in the coming months. 

“These innovative marketing 
efforts should help spur demand 
for U.S. Iamb products and help 
our producers become more com- 
petitive,” Agriculture Secretary 
•Dan Glickman said ih'a state- 
ment. 

Despite these grants, Craig will 
continue to urge the USDA to be 
more aggressive in Implementing 
the marketing program, Craig 
spokesman Will Hart said.

TWIN FALLS - Signal lights, 
center medians and U-tum oppor- 
tunities are among the features 
planned for a Pole Line Road 
alternate route around Twin 
Falls, according to project engi- .

I Engineering and Vance Henry, 
an engineer and project manager 
with Washington Infrastructure 
Services Inc., gave Twin Falls 
H ghway District officials a 
glimpse of the project’s prelimi- 
naiy design Fri^. 

The design includes a signal 
light to help traffic flow at the 
Washington Street North and 
Pole Line Road intersection. 

Highway district officials have 
approved the project, as have dty 
Md state officials. But the project 
Is not without tradenaffs. 

Dave Burgess of the county 
hi^way dktrict said the distria 
will give up its right to property 
mong Pole line once the project 
is complete -but that’s not neces- ' 
sarily a bad thing, he said. 

The state will take complete 
control of the road once it’s fin- 
ished. That includes maintenance, 
Burge^ sdd. The highway district 
Is responsible for maintaining the 
road now, with help from the dty.* 
Heni^’ said both entities will 
still be involved with the deddoii 
process. t 

Though many local officials 
may be content with the plan, 
some i^ghbors have complained 
about it. Residents of the Lary J 
Ranch mobile home park have 
expressed concern about access 
onto Pole Line. They said a 
planned center median would 
block left turns. 

Heniy said a new entrance into 
the retirement community will 
allow both left and right turns.

Buhl will have to wait for substation

BUHL - Deep Creek and West 
End readenis say they pay for fire 
protection like everyone else and 
they want to see a fire substation 
built to serve them. 

But the Buhl Rural Fire Disirici 
said the money just isn’t there 
right now. 

Residents recendy presented a 
•petition with more than 1(X) .signa- 
tures Buhl Rural Fire District 
Commissioners Larry Ainsworth, 
Kip Bloss and Benny Eknit. 

The petition, which resident 
diaries Hill presented to die com- 
missioners earlier this month, 
asked for their confirmation of 
j pians-tD build a substation oppo- 
site Banbury Hot Springs, Noting 
the land and the use of geodiermtU 
water had been donated for the 
facility, the petitioners wanted to 
know why plans had not been sul> 

. mined. 

The petition stated that fire 
insurance on homes in die area k 
substantially higlier due to die di.s- 
tance from the Bulil city fire sta- 
tion where the equipment is 
housed. They said they also 
believe the area has not been 
served with timely and adequate 
seroce. The area runs down U.S. 
Highway 30 to Black Bear comer, 
over the hill to Salmon FalLs Creek 
to the Snake River and along tlie 
river to dear Lake Road. 

Commissioner Ainsworth said 
plans for a substation hud been 


discussed but it was never 
promised. He said the district's 
long-tenn plan includes thrw- sub- 
stalion.s in the West End areas but 
funds are not available at this 
time. 

Ainsworth added that residents 
outside city limits pay an unpro- 
tected rate and the rate is the 
same throughout the rural dis- 
trict. Currently, propeny owners 
pay .00024 per 51,000 on 
improved property values for fire 
protcaion. Land i.s not taxed. 

The petition requested a writ- 
ten reply from the commissioners 
within five days. 

Commissioners Ainsworth and 
Bloss complied with tlie request. 
Ekrut did not sign the letter. 

In the letter, Ainsworth sold the 
future plans still call for a substa- 
tion in the area but the district 
would have to wait until it had 
enough money to build the sub- 
station. 

“At the present time funding is 
not available but long-term plans 
still cull for a substation in that 
area and when funding becomes 
available, we will reconsider 
building it,” Ainsworth said. “At 
this point and time it is not fea.si- 
ble.” 

Ainsworth's answer did not sat- 
isfy Charles Hill who said he had 
no comment. 

Resident Don.thy Hill said she 
was happy to get an aruswer. “We 
have no quarrel with the district, " 
Dorothy Hill said. “We just want- 
ed an answer as to when we could 


expect a substation in our area'. 
Now we have the answer”. , , 

The district estimates the 
Banbury substation project would 
cost about $223,000 plus site 
preparation and landscaping. ITie 
use of the geothermal water was 
also in question with a moratori- 
um on hot water in the area. The 
project would include an earth- 
quake safe builrliru- xH-’ ' 
quaners and traiiui,^, 
ers. 

The petitioners said thei 
believe the substation waZ 
scrapped in favor of purchasing a 
new firotruck, but Ainsworth said 
the truck was ordered two year^ 
ago and it takes about a year an(| 
a half to build the truck to q>eci£U 
cations. The new $275,000 tanktfi? 
which replaced a 24-year-olo 
tanker, is able to carry a largec 
supply of water and it services thd 
entire district. 

Ainsworth said the district had 
also had a request to build a sub- 
station in the Clover area which is 
farther away from Buhl ihm the 
Banbury site. He said to biiild 
now would require an -increase in 
taxes to all homcowra^and the 
commission felt theUKl econo- 
my could not stand an increase at 
this time. He said the district 
doesn't have the matdiing funds 
that would be required to obtain' 
□ federal gram.

watts - the power demand of an

Fueled with methanol, it is 
supposed to last indefinitely, 
although that’s still to be deter- 
mined.

early next year, and BPA has 
said it will work with utilities to 
place some in homes. 

At $25,000 each, these 
machines are not yet priced for 
most homeowners. But the cost 
per unit is expected to drop 
eventually to the $5,000 to $7,000 
range. 

BPA, a federal power market- 
ing agency in Portland, Ore., 
calls these experimental fuel 
cells “electricity in a box,” a ’ 
clean, gre en form of energy with 
potential for residential and 
small commercial use. 

“BPA sees the future of gener- 
ation wiU probably have a lot of 
distributed generation,” says 
Tom Osborn, a mechanical cn^- . 
neer for the agency. 

Survivalists and people with 
mountain homes aren’t the only 
likely customers. Fuel cells could 
provide backup power for farms, 
small businesses and enterprises 


such os hospitals, which could be 
thrown into chaos without elec- 
tricity. 

In the power generation realm, 
Osborn compares the fuel cell's 
place to that of cellular phones in ' 
telecommunications. V^e just 
about everyone has a land line 
telephone, a lot of people use cell 
phones as well In China, notably, 
he says, people who had lived for 
years without phone lines to their 


homes went straight to cull .ser- 
vice. 

Smith says the green aspect of 
fuel cells may attract some cus- 
tomers, even at -costs 25 percent 
to 30 percent above big-gencra- 
tion rates. 

The first fuel cell was built in 
1839, but serious interest in it as 
on electricity generator began in 
the 1960s with NASA’s Apollo 
space program. 


RENO, Nev. (AP) - A dry sum- 
mer and an early winter are ham- 
pering the collection of seeds 
needed to replant vast portions of 
northern Nevada destroyed by 
wildfires the past two years. 

“To start with, we had almost 
drought-like conditions from 
spring through summer until 
about now,” said Kim Toufousse 
of the Nevada Division of 
Wildlife. “The plants arc all 
stressed out to start with. They 
didn’t start to set seed until real 
late.” 

Then early .snow and cold came 
to much of northern Nevada. 

“The seed pods and the plant.s 
just locked up tight," Toulouse 
said Friday. 

Or, a.s is the case with mountain 
sagebrush, the seeds are ready 
but inaccessible, thanks to a blan- 
ket of snow above the 6,5CK)-foot 
level where the plant grows, 

“It wasn’t ready, it wasn't 
ready; now it’s ready and wc can't 
gcuo it," he said. 

Seeds from other varieties of 
sagebrush that grow at lower ele- 
vations should Ik ready to gather 
in about a week to 10 days, 
Toulouse added. 

Last year, after wildfires 
burned a record 1.6 million acres 
in Nevada, volunteer sced<ullcct- 
ing programs began in 
September. TItis year fires black- 
ened 636,000 acres in the state. 

“By this time last year wc were 
almost done with our seed collec- 


tion,” Toulouse said. 

rhe efforts of the 298 volun- 
teers yielded 125 pounds of rab 
bitbru.sh, 816 pounds of saltbnish 
and 400 pounds of sagebrusli 
seed, after chaff and oilier materi- 
als were removed, he said. 

This year, the volunteer pro- 
gram has yet to begin. The 
wildlife agency hopes to start col- 
lecting with voIuntc*ers Dec. 2 and 
continue each Saturday through 
the first part of January, ■weather 
permitting.

DERIDDER, La. - The Louts- 
iiinii affiliate of the American 
Civil Liberties Union plans a fed- 
eral lawsuit against the 
Beauregard Fari.sh school board 
for allowing certain types of stu- 
dcnt-led prayers. 

The district sent letters to par- 
ents asking permission for their 
children to panicii>atc in tlic dis- 
puted "Partners in Prayer for 
Schools” program, In which 
churches adopt classrooms and 
pray for their students. The 
ACLU responded when a parent 
objected. 

Tile schix)l Ixiard.has also voted 
unanimously to allow “nonsectari- 
an. ruvprosolytizing, student-initi- 
• aied voluntary prayer" at sdiool- 
related events. Many residents 
supjjort jniblic school prayer and 
. opposed previous ACLU effom. 

School superintendent Myrna 
C(X)ley said the ixjUcy is based on 
an October decision by the 11th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals that 
allowed students of DcKalb 
County, Ala., to lead prayers at 
school functions, as long as school 
offidals did not participate. 

Joe Cook, executive dirc-ctor of 
the Louisiana ACLU, said that 
niling w;is "not settled law” and 
in any ca,se applies only to schools 
within the lltli circuit. 

Lutherans review ordina- 
tion under Episcopal pact

rules that arc part of a new unity 
pact between the Episcopal 
Church and the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America will 
be reconsidered, following ques- 
tions by the national council of 
the 5.2 million-member Lutheran 
denomination. 

The Lutheran-Episcopal pact 
requires that clergy be ordained 
in Episcopal fashion, by bishops 
in a line of “apostolic succes.sion” 
traced back to tlic early churdi. 
Current Lutheran practice allows 
fellow pastors to ordain, and some 
Lutherans insist that this excep- 
tion continue. 

The Lutheran news service said 
the council directed officials to 
consult Lutheran bishops and the 
Episcopalians about a new bylaw 
allowing such cxccption.s, for 
action at the Lutheran convention 
next August. 

The Lutlicron national council 
also rejected a proposal to loosen 
iu ban on clergy living in commit- 
ted homo.sexuul relationships. 

The proposal, from the 
Lutherans’ regional body in St. 
Paul, Minn., would have allowed 
exceptions to a 1990 policy 
against .same-sex activity. While 
rejecting the reque.st 23-5, the 
council endorsed ongoing 
“prayerful conversations” on the 
is-sue. 


Armenian patriarch, 
pope pray together 

VATICAN CITY- Pope John 
Paul II and thu patriarch of 
Armenian Orthodox believers 
prayed together as port of efforts 
to move their churches closer, 
and agreed on a possible papal 
visit to the Caucasus mountain 
nation. The service in Sc. Peter’s 
Basilica also included a call for 
peace in the Middle East 

Garegin II, leader of the 
Armenian Apostolic Church, 
made a four-day visit. The pope 
had hoped to visit Armenia last 
year but the trip was postponed 
due to the death of the previous 
patriardi, Garegin I. 

A joint communique said the 
two leaders "continue to pray for 
full and visible communion 
between us." 

The statement mentioned the 
“Armenian genocide,” a refer- 
ence to 1915 killings of 
Armenians in-Turkey. 

Armenians say 1.5 million of 
their people were killed to force 
them out of eastern Turkey. 
Turkey says the death toll is 
ii^ated and that Armenians were 
killed or displaced to queU civil 
unrest. 

There are about 10 million 
Armenians worldwide, most of 
them believed to be followers of 
the Armenian Apostolic Church.

Uy will tag along on some of his 
excursions that include tracing 
the apostle Paul’s journeys in 
Turkey and Greece and explor- 
ing Mayan Indian ruins. 

“My children were jumping up 
and screaming," Thomas ^d. "It 
was like we won the lottery.” 

A clergy renewal program 
-hmded and adzninisterra the 
'-Indianapolis-based endowment 
provides up to $30,000 annually 
to ministers to take a rabbadcal 
' focusing on relaxation. Part of 
the grant can be used to pay for 


pastoral services for the congre- 
gation while the minister is 
away. 

Over two years, 53 ministers 
have received grams for sabbati- 
cals ranging from the exotic - 
studying the faith of the aborigi- 
nal people in New Zealand - to 
^e more practical - visiting fam- 
ily in the Midwest Until now, the 
recipients have been from 
Indiana. In December, the 
endowment is expeaed to add a 
similar program for pastors out- 
side the state. 

Ministers say the program 
addresses a problem many are 
reluctant to talk about: burnout 
for religious leaders. 

“It’s a huge problem, our 
denial about this," Thomas said. 
“We don't recognize the symp- 
toms when they're happening 
and don’t think ahead of time 
about what we really need.” 

Pastors commonly work long 
hours, often attending weekend 
and night meetings. They’re 
there during the significant 
events in people’s lives - deaths, 
births, marriages and times of 
sickness, but the emotional toll 
on the pastors is sometimes for- 
gotten, said Richard J. 
Bruesehoff, co-author of the book 
“Clergy Renewal: The Alban 
Guide to Sabbatical Planning." 

Other programs such as 


^nScape Re-Creation Ministries 
in Colorado offer programs that 
provide a retreat for ministers, 
But the Lilly Endowment’s cler- 
© renewal program is different 
in that it expects the ministers to 
avoid too much structure and 
have a good time on sabbatical. 
The foundation, created in 1937 
by members of founding fam- 
ily of Eli Lilly and Co. and fund- 
ed with stock in- the pharmaceu- 
tical company, also promotes 
education and community devel- 
opment. 

Some applicants find the con- 
cept of relaxing on sabbatical dif- 
ficult to accept. 

Elisabeth Bauer, pastor of St. 
Peter’s United Church of Christ 
in Evansville, was rejected the 
finrt time she submitted an appli- 
cation to the program because it 
was focused on devoting her 
time to graduate studies. Bauer 
rewrote her application with 
plans to go on a Quaker retreat 
in Pennsylvania and take sailing 
classes with her family. This 
time, she was accepted. 

Some of the ministers’ congre- 
gations also use the sabbaticals 
to replenish themselves. At St. 
Peters, the congregation is bring- 
ing in religious leaders from 
Jewish and Islamic faiths as well 
as some black churches to study 
diversity while Bauer is away. 


Bishops call for immigration overhaul

WASHINGTON - U.S. Catholic 
■ bishops urged government policy- 
' 'makers Thursday to overhaul 
'.' immigration laws and policies 
''that deny basic human rights and 
.endanger lives. 

At the end of their annual fall 
meeting, the bishops unanimous- 
ly approved a resolution cajling 
on Catholics and “dtizens of good 
• will” to challenge the nation’s 
treatment of immigrants, legord- 
less of their legal status. 

“Immigrant families ore being 
tom apart because members are 
being jailed without the benefit 
-of a hearing," said Bishop 
Nicholas DiMarzio of Camden, 

_ N.J., the chairman of the panel 
' that drafted the document 
' Government policies deny 
legal immigrants welfare benefits 
that enable them to purchase 
basic necessities, he said, while 
increased enforcement along the 
U.S. border with Mexico has 


resulted in the deaths of 600 peo- 
ple crossing the border in the last 
three years. 

Underscoring the churdt's con- 
cern for immigrants, the resolu- 
tion targeted 1996 immigration 
and welfare laws, which also limit 
protections for asylum seekers. 

The resolution also backed 
more opportunities to gain legal 
status for undocumented immi- 
grant a system geared to family 
reunification; repeal of mandato- 
ry detention of immigrants and 
alternative programs for women 
and children; and release from 
detention for immigrants who 
complete their sentences but ore 
still detained because their coun- 
try of origin will not accept their 
return. 

“At the advent of a new 
Congress and a hew administra- 
tion,” the document stated, “now 
is a good time to re-evaluate our 
nation’s laws and poUdes." 

In meeting with reporters, 
Bishop Joseph Fiorensa, the pres- 
ident of the bishops* group, 


offered the first public comment 
by a member of the hierarchy 
about the unsettled presidential 
election. He heads the diocese of 
Galveston-Houston. 

Peminded that the bishops had 
given far more attention to 
(Sudan and Middle East peace, 
Fiorenza said he prayed that the 
election “will be resolved as best 
for the common good of the 
nation.” Once a new president is 
finally determined, ho said, “the 
country will certainly come 
together and overcome personal 
prejudices." 

Fiorenza also reported progress 
in implementing a now policy, 
approved last year, requiring the- 
ologians teaching at Catliolic col- 
leges and universities to seek the 
approval of their local bishops, in 
the form of a written mandatum 
that they arc teaching “authentic 
Catholic doctrine." 

According to Fiorenza, theolo- 
gians arc “understanding it ^t- 
ter" and “a lot of their fears ore 
being diminished."

But it 
will be increasingly a cultural 
dead end. It wUl no longer have 
the vigor and tne vitality to real- 
-ly-commentr-to-stop-poin ting fin- — 
gers and to point the way, as it 
once did.- The. root meaning of 
religion is “reconnect," and I 
don't think there’s anything ' 
more important that religion 


could do nc)w than to reconnect 
the material and spiritual and 
show that the two are in balance. 

St. Benedict built the 
Benedictine order on the phrase, 
“Prayer is work, and work is 
prayer.” I think those 1,500-year- 
old words are worth digging up 
again. 

When Jesus was asked, 
“What’s the final exam going to 
be like?” his answer was not, 
“This is what you have to 
believe." His answer, as the prin-

Some 2,000 Louisiana Baptists 
passed a resolution supporting 
the creed by 252 votes. The day- 
long fight wa.s so exhausting that 
the delegates left before the end 
of offidd business, which indud- 
ed a proposal to bar chur^ mem- 
bers from attending Mardi Gras. 

“Sometimes you just get worn 
out and want to go home,” said 
convention president Tommy 
French, a Baton Rouge pastor. 

Georgia, Florida, Tennessee 
and North Carolina Baptists were 
among others who voted in favor 
of the creed this week. 

Kentucky’s Baptists elected a 
self-descril»d “compromiser" as- 
iheir new president by a close 
margin and a formed a committee 
to study whether to take up the 
statement, effectively tabling the 
issue.

Low profits send Starbucks back to beans

SEATTLE— Starbucks this 
week reported its strong fourth- 
(luimcr profit was nearly erased 
by a $58.8 million write-off in 
Internet siari-up investments. 
The Seattle, company with some 
Magic Valley operations said it 
would rcchannel its energies 
into what made it the largest 
specialty-coffee retailor in North 
America. 

“It’s important to recognize 
what The company has learned 
from this experience,’’ Chief 
Financial Officer Michael Casey 
told analysts, “I can assure you 
our innovation will continue, but 
we arc totally refocu.sed on qur 
core busines.s (selling specialty 
coffee). Wo will pursue only 
those opportunities that will 
complement our core opera- 
tions," 


When the $58.8 million write- 
off is excluded, Starbucks' profit 
for the quarter was $43.8 mil- 
lion, or 22 cents a share, in line 
whh Wall Street’s expectations. 
But with the write-off, it fell to 
SL5 million, or a penny a share. 
Profit in the year-earlier period 
was S32.4 million, or 17 cents a 
share. Sales were $582 million, 
up 32 percent from $475 million 
in the same quarter last year, 
which had an extra week. 

For the year, the company had 
profit of $94.6 million, or 49 
cents a sliare, on sales of $2.3 bil- 
lion. Excluding the write-off, 
profit was $137 million, or 71 
cents a share. In fiscal 1999, 
which had 53 weeks, Starbucks 
earned $102 million, or 54 cents 
a .share, on sales of $1.6 billion. 

Sales at stores open 13 months 
or longer rose 10 percent in tlie 
fourth quarter ended Oct. 1 and 


9 percent for the year, when 
compared with the same 52- 
week period in fiscal 1999. 

The non-cash write-off 
Starbucks took in the fourth 
quarter involved four compa- 
nies: Living.com, Talk City, 
Cooking.com and Kozmo.com. 
The company wrote off all of its 
$20.6 million investment in 
Uving.com and most ($38.2 mil- 
lion) of the money it had invest- 
ed in the other three. 

That put Starbucks’ outstand- 
ing investment in Internet com- 
panies at $4.8 million. Company 
executives said if there were a 
future charge, it would hot affect 
next year’s earnings, which are 
anticipated to be 90 to 92 cents a 
share. 

Both Casey and Chairman 
Howard Schultz said they had 
underestimated the company’s 
growth potential as a specialty- 


coffee retailer. They vowed to 
concentrate on that by opening 
at least 1,100 new stores next 
year. The company had 3,501 
stores in North America and 
abroad as of Oct. 1 When an ana- 
lyst asked how a downturn in the 
economy might affect Starbucks, 
Schultz said that while people 
will almost certainly cut back on 
their spending on big-ticket 
items such as cars and new 
homes, they won’t give up their 
daily grind. 

“In 20 years, I have never seen 
a downturn affect our business 
in any significant way,” said 
Schultz. 

Starbucks also said it lowered 
its operating costs in the final 
quarter by reducing the amount 
it spends on w^es and benefits. 
Company officials said they 
accomplished that through effi- 
dendes.

McDonald’s cooking system gets luke-wami reviews ]

A year into McDonald’s Corp.’s 
much-publicized overhaul of it.s 
kitchens, customers sometimes 
face an unwelcome tradeoff: hot- 
ter, fresher food, but longer waits 
at the counter. 

For'a company that has long 
prided itself on quick .service, it’s 
an embarrassing problem. In 
fact, the Oak Brook, Ill.-based 
fast-food chain has orily recently 
acknowledged the .service delays 
after refuting earlier media 
reports that its "Made For You’’ 
cooking system was causing 
longer lines .it peak times such as 
lunch. 

“Our service at the front 
counter has not been going as 
smooth as we would have want- 
ed," siiid Alan D. Feldman, presi- 


recent interview. 

But management insists that 
Made For You, which allows 
patrons to customize their orders, 
is only partially to blame for 
slowing service in restaurants. 
Company officials say restau- 
rants need to work on executing 
the system, such as figuring out 
how to best deploy restaurant 
crews. 

Nevertheless, McDonald’s is 


scrambling to come up with ways 
to speed up front-counter service, 
including lining customers up in 
a single queue and preparing 
.some food in advance of peak 
hours. 

The kitchen makeover was the 
centerpiece of a massive $400- 
million investment to jumpstart 
.sales at the burger gibnt’s 12,700 
U.S. restaurants. Before the 
makeover, burgers prepared in 
advance sat under heal lamps in 
bins. 

McDonald’s so-called “brand 
reinvention program’’ also 
included spruced-up restaurants 
and new menu offerings. The 
company is telling consumers 
about the changes in a new 
advertising campaign, featuring 
the tagline “We love to see yo t 
smile." 1 


But thyimpiwemems haven’t 
immediately registered ^vith con- 
sumers. Through the first nine 
months of 2000, sales at U.S. 
restaurants ore up 3 percent to 
$14.7 billion. U.S. systemwide 
sales rose 5 percent in 19M. 

In the third quarter, U.S. .same- 
.store sales at McDonald’s grew 
about 2 percent, according to 
analysts, By comparison, same- 
store sales at Wendy's U.S. com- . 
pany restaurants rose 2.8 percent 


in the quarter. 

Mediocre growth combined 
with international currency woes 
has made it a tough year for 
McDonald’s investors. , 

To be sure, there are encourag- 
ing signs. (Company research 
shows that consumer perceptions 
of McDonald’s fare are improv- 
ing. Some new products, such as 
breakfast bagel sandwi^cs and 
MeShaker salads, are hits. And 
the “smile" commercials seem 
generally well-liked, especially 
by women and African 
Americans, according to USA 
Today’s Ad 'Track survey. 

While it’s hard to say whether 
the longer lines are driving away 
business, the delays are a telling 
signal that there ore still kinks to 
be worked out of the Made For 


restaurant industry consultants. 

“No matter how fast you moke 
it, it’s not fast enough," said Ron 
Paul, president of the Chicago- 
based market research firm 
Tcchnomic Inc. 

Quick-service chains have 
bqen focused on improving drive- 
througli speed brausc almost 65 
percent of fast-food revenue 
comes through the window. 
McDonald’s does about 60 per- 
cent of its business at the drive- 
throu^, analysts said. 

Ironically, Made For You has 
helped McDonald’s drive- 
through performance, Feldman 
said, by streamlining order pro- 
cessing and sandwich assembly. 
The chain has trimmed its aver-, 
age drive-through time by about 
40 seconds to 130 seconds, the 


“I wouldn’t make it the Holy 
Grail of domestic challenges,” 
said Peter Oakes, an analyst at 
Merrill Lynch. “But they could 
definitely use some attention to 
that.” 

McDonald’s is not alone. Faster 
service is a pressing issue for the 
fast-food industry because har- 
ried consumers want everything 
at Internet speed.

At the front counter, however, 
customers are finding that Made 
For You tends to extend the wait 
at lunch and other high-traffic 
parts of the day.

..Atlanta <ap) - coca-coia 
will pay $1922 million to set-

"Our goal was to change the 
Cq.ca-Cola Company,” Cyrus

rijUndfls, said Thursday. "We

^idiange to. dramatic ways.” 

The setdement consists of $113 
ipiUion to cash,'$43.5 million to 
adjust salaries over the next 
4^de and $36 million for over- 
sight of the company’s practices. 


The agreement surpassed a 
$176 million setdement of a dis- 
crimination lawsuit against 
Texaco to 1995. Texaco’s agree- 
ment also included a watchdog 
panel, a model for the center- 
piece of the Coke setdement 
Plaintiffs’ lawyers estimated 
that tbe roughly 2,200 current 
and fonner.empl^ees in tbe ««« 
would get an average of $40,000 
each, depending on tbe length of 
their employment 
"Hie settlement Is meantogfuL • 
constructive and equitable to all - 
parties and allows us to move for-’ 
ward,” Coke chairman and chief 
executive Douglas Daft said to a 
memo to employees. 


A seven-member task force 
will review the soft-drink moWs 
diversity efforts and human . 
resources operations. Among 
other things, it vrill make sure 
managers re^ve annual diversi- 
ty training. 

Coke also agreed to hire an 
ombudsman, who will report to 
Daft, to investigate compl^ts of 
discrimtoation, harassment and 
retaliation. 

The lawsuit, filed last year, 
contended the company discrimi- 
nated against bladu to pay, pro- 
motion and performance ei^ua- 
tlons. Coke denied the allega- 
tions and did not admit any 
wrongdoing in the settlement. 


“I think what this is doing is 
improving on and making better 
whatever established business 
practices there were,” Daft said. 
"Sometimes things happen in an 
unintentional fashion. And I’ve 
made it very clear that can’t hap- 
pen anymore.” 

The settlement covers salaried 
black employees who worked for 
Coke in the United States 
between 1995 and 2000. 

The plaintiffs can still opt out 
of the settlement and sue on 
their own.

Modjeska, “In America" was 
Sontag’s first novel since the 
acclaimed 1992 best seller “The 
Volcano Lover.’:’ Althou^ hi^- 
ly anticipated, the new book 
spent little time on best-seller 
lists and received a number of 
negative reviews. The New York 
Times' Miehiko Kakutani 
labeled it “a banal, flat-footed 
narrative.” 

Sontag. author of such influen- 
tial nonfiction works as “Against 
Interpretation” and “Illness a*' 
Metaphor," was also.c^tlcizea 
for the imcrcdited borrowing of 
passages from other sources. 

But' novelist Rob Hansen, 
chair of the 'NBA fiction commit- 
tee, praised “In America” os the 
“heart and majesty” of 
American writing in 2000. In a 
post-ceremony press conference, 


Sontag said she was too “squea-- 
misli" to read reviews and ques- 
tioned their value. 

“I often feel that I really know 
better what’s wrong than any 
reviewer docs," she said. 

Other fiction finalists included 
Joyce Carol Oates’ “Blonde,” 
based on the life oi Marilyn 
Monroe; Frandne Prose’s “Blue 
Angel” and Charles Baxter’s 
“Tho Feast of Love.” Alan 
Lightman was nominated for 
“The Diagnosis.” 

Also Wednesday, the nonfic- 
tion oward went to Nathaniel 
Phllbrick for “In the Heart of 
the Sea,", the itory of the whal- 
ing ship tragedy that inspired 
Herman Melville’s “Moby-Dick.” 
Runners-up induded 92-ycar-old 
Jacques Barzun, author of the 
800-pagc best seller “From 


Dawn to Decadence," and 
Patrick Tierney, author of the 
much-debated anthropological 
investigation “Darkness in El 
Dorado.” 

The poetry prize went to 
Lucille Clifton for the compila- 
tion “Blcs.sing the Boats,” and 
the young people’s literature 
award went to Gloria Whelan for 
“Homeles.s Bird,” the story of a 
girl in India married and wid- 
owed at age 13. 

Ray Bradbury, best known for 
the futuristic novel “Falirenheit 
451” and the sdcnce fiction das- 
sic “Tho Martian Chronicles,” 
received an hono vy medal. 

The awards arc sponsored by 
the National Book Foundation, a 
nonprofit organization. Winners 
receive $10,000, other finalists 
$1,000.
